Although Chinese military leaders believe there is 
no immediate danger of Hankow falling into Japanese 
hands, they are busily constructing defence works and 
massing troops in'the Wuhan area.

NMHERE ore lots of other and even 

more delicious wiys of cooking 
bam than botling He or frying It 
ordinarily. 

Frying @ one-inch thick slice in a 
pin unthl brown, then changing it 
over to a baking dish, covering it 
with mustard, flour, and brown 
sugar, and stuffing in two or three 
tloves, gives a really delicious result 
when just a ttle water js added and 
the whole baked in a moderate oven 
for about an hour, 

Another good “hame-bake"™ calls 
for this treatment, Choose uw stice 
welghing about a pound, ond one 
inch thick. Soak it in cold water for 
wn hour, Put it Into a baking tin, 
season with mustard, cover with 
brown sugar, add three small 
cups of milk. Bake untit the ham 
js very tender und the milk brown 
und much reduced. 


Grilted, with Apple Rings 


Braised or grilied ham with apple 
rings is very tasty. 


First cook the

tablespoonfuls of butter

cored, nnd then cut into thick slices. 
Let them cook until they are tender 
and nicely glazed, but not mushy.

Buke your ham with ratsins for a 
chance, Take a thick slice, put ft 
in a ensserole, then odd to It a siuce 
made by bolllng a cup of water with 
a hualf-cuptul of raisins, cooking 
them until they are plump. Add iv 
holf-cuptul of brown sugar and then 
two or three slices of orange. Cover 
up and cook very slowly for us long 
as {wo hours, Turn the ham now 
und ngain, and add a_ little water 
ond orange jutce (half and half) 
occasionally. The secret of success 
with this [s the slow cooking, which

It js no good wasting time over 
Hammond, Barnett, Ames, Verity and 
Furnes. Anyone interested enought 
to read this knows all about them. 
Now there were two men picked who 
have had to cry off-—J.C. Clay of 
Glamorganshire who despit> his forty 
yeurs Is onc of the best spin bowlers 
in the country. Last senson he was 
fifth In the bowling averages—third 
renlly as there were a couple of “few 
wicket bowlers” who sneaked in 
ahead af him. Led only by Verity 
and Goddard he took 176 wickets for 
17.34 runs apiece, [tis most un- 
fortunate he has a pulled muscle and 
cunnot play. The other man to drop 
out Is Hardstaff—who Is one of the 
best of the new young batsmen, and 
was second In last summer's batting 
nverages with 5772 for 46 innings 
after meeting with fair success for 
jubby Allen's team in Australia, He 
fa suid te be a fine outfield, though the 
only time I saw him he dropped a 
sitting deep fleld catch right tn front 
of the pavilion at Lord’s. = 

To fill these places the Selection 
Committee have Invited, first, Sin- 
fleld of Gloucestershire, a spin bow- 
ler, aged 37. He was 37th in the 
towling averages last year talsing 128 
wickets fur an averuge of 22.92 per 
wileet. ‘This was far below Clay's 
furm and one can only suppose he 
Jes been doing great things — this 
year. Incidentally in 19837 he made 
1,000 runs for an avernge of 24.41. 

For Hardstaff, N.W.D. Yardley, the 
Cambridge skipper, comes inte the 
picture. It is greatly to be hoped 
that he will get a place and make 
food as he ls clearly about the only 
young cricketer who looks like be- 
coming the English captain of the 
fut Last year he had an average 
of 33.45 for 48 Innings. 


TWO SURPRISES 


The remaining players selected are 
lL. Hulton, D.V.P. Wright, Denis 
Compton, W.J. Edrich, E. Paynter 
and George Pope. There are I fancy 
only two real surprises in these 
selections. On the new side D.V.P. 
Wright of Kent is a youthful bowler 
—he will not be 24 until August this 
year, He had a good season last 
year ter Kent taking in all 121 
wicrets for 27.69 runs apiece—his 
first hundred wickets, though he had 
played since 1932, and In 1933 Wisden 
said of him “a bawler of real promise. 
Tall and with a good action he spun 
the bal! skilfully from much the same 
height os Freeman." He had one or 
two poor scasons after that (though 
of course Freeman overshadowed 
him) but he clearly must have been 
In form this year, 

The other surprise (to me) was ths 
selection of E. Paynter. An excellent 
bat and most experienced, one had 
come to think his Test‘Match days 
were uver. He is however not 37 
until next November. He was fifth in 
the averages last year with 53.77 for 
58 innings and Is a beautiful field. 
Furthermore he is that mest useful 
of persons, oa Ieft hond bat. Now 
Leylund is rat playing, I imesine that 
Paynter takes his place us our Icft- 
honder. 7 

Of the others, possibly the most 
unexpected wns George Pope though 
Lord Tennyson when here told some 
of us how -well he had played in 
India. and, I see, tipped him for the 
Tests when interviewed at Sydney. 
His brother, A.V. Pope, has played 
for Derbyshire for several years but 
George only cama in to the picture 
in 1934 when he did Ilttle. In 1935

The 
former Is no batsman and ! rather 
expect it may depend on the wicket 
and its prospects ns to whether he 
plays or Sinfleld, who Is perhaps a 
Jess dangerous bowler but a much 
better bat. 


Reverting to the question of Barnett 
playing, much will depend on the 
way the Committee look upon the 
opening pair. Hutton of Yorkshire, 
u youngster of 22 but an establisticd 
first wicket bat, (his average last year 
wus 56,62 for 58 Innings—third on 
the list) seems to huve established a 
claim to open, while Edrich of Mid- 
dlesex (44.57 for 53 Innings—15th in 
the list last year) has batted 50 
brilliantly that he has this year scored 
1,000 runs In May, and would seens 
also to claim an opening place—he 
now opens for Middlesex. Thus they 
may drop Barnett—but I rather think 
they are more likely to put him In 
Jower down, where his forcing bat- 
ting wlll be perhaps more useful, 
and omit Yardley. There remains 
only Denis Compton—who last year 
was so brilliant. If my. memory 
serves me he only came into the 
Middlesex side in 1936, yet last year 
he played 46 innings with un average 
of 47.14, He must be in the side 
I think. He was only twenty Inst 
montht 

So much then for speculation on 
the English side which, as I have said 
will be known here by the time these 
lines appear in print. Actually they 
formed the subject matter of a short 
talk I gave upon Z.B.W. on Thurs- 
day last. 

There is one thing I am very much 
in doubt about and that Js the Test 
Trial. 1 see in the Times that no 
Gloucestershire players were asked 
to play as Gloucester were playing 
the Australlang at that date.

It is related that when tea 
was first imported in England it 
sold at the amazing price of 60s 
a pound, but further importa- 
tions soon reduced the price so 
that by the end of the seven- 
teenth century, “tay from 
Chiney” was well known, and 
became regarded as a necessity 
of daily living. 


China Loses Markets 

During the course of the next 
two centuries, the use of tea had 
grown to such proportions in 
Eingland that by 1850 it amount- 
if it delays longer taking effec: 
tive action to put an end to 
these depredations by planes 
which probably are not even 
Spanish or flown by Spanish 
pilots. It is a well-known fact 
that Italian and German airm:n 
have been fighting Franco's war 
in the air for some time.

Furthermore, tea importers 
had Jong since learned that the 
old time uniformity of the pro- 
duct that made the China tea a 
standard for so many centuries 
had suddenly undergone a mark- 
ed decline. Perhaps this -may 
have been due to the changed 
business methods brought about 
in old Cathay by more intimate 
contact with the aggressive mer- 
chants of the West, or it may 
have been caused as some prefer 
to think, by the decay in the 
standard of Chinese commercial 
morality. No longer could the 
westerner proudly say as in the 
decades previous to 1860 that 
the “word of a Chinese was as 
good as his bond.” In fact, evil 
days had come upon the tea 
trade. The chests when brought 
upon the European markets 
proved in so many instances to 
be not up to “chop,” as the 
muster or sample of the product 
was Lermed. Furthermore, many 
of the more unscrupulous ¢x- 
porters were not at all amiss to 
placing stones in the chests “to 
increase the weight.” Conse- 
quently, in view of these de- 
leterious practices and the un- 
certainty of maintaining a stan- 
dard product, it was inevitable 
that the China tea trade should 
retrograde. 


Apathetic Growers 


As a result of losing their 
overseas market, the majority of 
the Chinese tea-growers soon be- 
erme apathetic and what tea 
is produced, save that for 
the still large Russian market 
and the infinitesimal demand 
for tens of the homeland from 
emigrants abroad, is mostly 
consumed within the country it- 
self.

The 
special fragrance of each of 
these teas appeals to the Chinese 
connoiascra who delights in the 
incomparable ‘bouquet’ of 
odorous blosgoms—of jasmine, 
gardenia, ete. 


The prominent role of tea in 
Chinese daily life is familiar to 
every resident of the East, but 
it is not until one studies the 
vernacular speech that one be- 
gins to appreciate the lure of the 
“cup that cheers and does not 
inebriate.” The Cantonese 
tongue, being indubitably the 
oldest surviving dialect in China, 
and as some afiirm, the original 
Chinese Ianguage-—is naturally 
rich -in the wealth of phrases 
which refer to “tea.” Thus to 
give a few common examples, 
one may mention the oft-heard 
phrase: “Ts'eng — yam-ch’a'— 
‘Invite (me) to drink tea (with 
you)” inferring that the speak- 
er is hinting that he believes 
himself entitled to a pourboire 
as token payment for some 
favour rendered. Incidentally, 
the usual word for a tip of any 
kind js ch’a-ts'in “ten money,” 
although in modern Cantonese 
slang an analogous expression is 
shau-chan-or “hand shaker.”

The dny after the happening he 
went to Holy Communion, and dur- 
ing the morning: walked to a church 
In Oxford, and appeared perfectly: 
normal, The defence was that he! 
did not know what he had done was 
wrong. 

Dr, Yetlowless, an expert in 
mental discases, hud said he was 
suffering from schizophrenia, or 
dementia praccox, und had defined 
the symptoms es an unnatural 
emotional indifference, a living in 
two worlds, one "a world of fan- 
tasy and dissociation.”

Penal Reform 
In Britain 
Prospect Of Early 


Legislation 


The hope that at no distant dae 
he would Introduce » Bil deallng 
with penal reform, in which would 
be brought together all the principal 
enactments connected with probation, 
was expressed by Sir Samuel Hoare, 
the Home Sceretary, In an address at 
the Natlonal Association of Probation 
Oflicers In London. 

Str Samuel Hoare said that the 
field of penal reform was really one 
of the great provinces of social re- 
form, Indeed, It was the social service 
of formation. This great service had 
now come to the point at which It 
was dealing with 25,000 cases, Year 
by year ignorance of the advantages 
of probation had become tess and 
Benches of Magistrates from one end 
of the country to the other were 
tending to make better use of these 
valuable methods. Stl however, 
there was a great divergence between 
the attitude of some Benches and 
others towards the question of pro- 
bation. « 

There was something altogether 
out of proportion when one Bench 
sent nearly 50 per cent. of its cases 
to probation and another Bench 
sent only 5 per cent.

It would bring together 
into a single, easily manageable form 
all the principal enactments connect- 
ed with probation, They would also 
be able to tle up a certain number 
of ragged ends and muke the proba- 
tion system appear at its right focus 
as an integral and essential part of 
the many problems of social reform, 
He had hoped to Introduce the Bill 
immediately, Unfortunately the 
pressure of Parliamentary time was 
sO great that it mipht be diMcult to 
fit it in to the immediate future, . 

The Bill, however, was practically 
ready. His advisers and he weére 
very anxious to see It passed, and, 
whether they got it Introduced in the 
immediate weeks before them or 
whether they would have to wait a 
few months, he had the confldent 
hope that before the next annual 
conference of the assoclation the 
Bill would be on the Statute-book,
